Firm Against Russia 



February Mild Month, 
March Brines Cold and 
Snow in Varied Depths 



February as a whole was an un 
usually warm month this year, the 
record, of Roy Kufalk shows. 

The high for the month was 59 on 
the 15th, and the low 2 degrees 
above.; zero on the ,12th, just three 
days apart. 

■' The" precipitation was good, 
amounting to 2.37 inches of which 6 
inches fell in snow. 
. March came in rather mild but 
by the. second day showed its real 
nature' by hurling a snow storm with 
high winds across the midwest. 

Antioch got very little snow but 
10 miles south the snow grew 
deeper until in Chicago 12 to 15 
Inches" were registered. The cold 
wave from the north brought tem- 
perature down to . 15 degrees and 
lower. 



The United States has not learned 
from her past experiences and from 
history in dealing with -dictatorships 
like Russia, Dr. Pseston Bradley, 
pastor of the Peoples Church.

Profes- 
sional Women's club. 

"We should have stopped Hitler 
at the Ruhr," said the speaker, "We 
are afraid to stand up for our rights 
when we know we are right; and 
let the dictators take advantage of 
us.*** ' . " ? ' v 

Dr. Bradley said ,that World War 
II was unnecessary. 

He said that he had no fear of 
the moral or economic welfare of 
the United States, but he said he is 
amazed at the fear of Russia now 
existing in the United States. He 
said that the only place he saw di- 
rections to a bomb proof shelter was 
in New York! and Chicago. 

"The people of Europe don't seem 
to have that fear," *ie said, 

Dr. 'Bradley drew from history 
and from the words of Plato, Aris- 
totle, Jefferson, Madison, and Wash- 
ington the tactics of the dictator 
and the inevitable end for dictator- 
ships. He would have no. yielding 
to Russia. 

The speaker has made 32 trips to 
Europe and plans, to return there 
again this summer.

It is 
(designed to avoid undue delay in the adjustment of 
rates and fares which are made necessary by increases 
Sn wages and other costs. This doesn't mean It would 
(give the carriers carte-blanche to charge what they 
choose. It would simply direct the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to authorize within 60 days such 
temporary rate increases as it believes proper; to con- 
duct such further investigations as may be necessary 
to reach a final decision; and, if {he increase finally 
allowed is less than the initial temporary increase, to 
require the carriers to return the difference. ■ Thus, 
the interest of the public is fully protected. 

Under present conditions, many months normall*- 
pass before the ICC can. approve rate increases. It - is 



estimated that this caused the regulated carrlers,a loss 
of more than $1,000,000,000 during thp 1946-52 period 
alone. No business can do its best when It* Is finan- 
cially hungry. The time-lag bill is In the Interest of ■ 
all who patronize 'the common carriers or use goo&s 
which travel by common carriers — and that means 
everyone,

Consumers Set the Values 

Many a (housewife often wonders why one cut of 
beef, off the same steer) may cost twice as much ns 
another. 

There's nothing, mysterious about it, ■ however 
— and It isn't caused by ominous human connivance, 
It Is the natural and inevitable result of two factors 
— the physical make-up of that steer, which' ho/one 
can do anything about, and the law of supply and' 
demand, which is a natural law as old as civilization. 

Take, for example, two cuts at beef— a fancy';, 
steak and a pot roast. The steak sells at around $1,00 
a pound—and the pot roast, which Is equally nutri- 
tious, sells for about half that figure. The. reason 
for the disparity In price Is easily explained. A 1,000- 
pound steer provides only about 35 pounds of top-. ' 
priced steak— while it provides three times as much 
pot roast. And the steak is generally held In higher 
esteem than the pot roast - 

The upshot 'Is that demand for the steak in re- 
lation to supply Is very high— while in relation to • 
the pot roast it is much lower. And that Is what 
determines the price we pay. In the free market, In 
other words, the consumers themselves, acting en 
masse, set the values. This Is true of everything In 
general use.

QUALITY FACTORS IN 

ANGEL CAKES 

v Start with good-quality *egg 
whites if you want a toD-quallty 
angel cake with a larger volume and 
better flavor, advises/ Mrs. Pfarl 
Jans«!nn, fonts' sueclnlist of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. Use either fresh 
eggs or egg whites that were frozen 
when they were fresh and'have been 
properly stored. 

If you have the egg whites at room 
temperature, you will be able to 
whip them to a larger volume than 
If they are chilled. The amount of 
beating and the speed you use will 
also make a difference In the vol- 
ume of the egg foams. 
. There are different ways of mix- 
ing angel cakes. One way is to add 
the cream of tartar and the salt to 
the egg whites, and then beat them 
at high speed until they are stiff and 
fine but -not dry. When this is ac- 
complished and the egg white foam 
is fine to the very edge of the bowl; 
use low speed and sprinkle the 
sugar about one tablespoon at a time 
over the egg whites. Each time lust 
mix until the dry sugar Is blended 
and dissolved. 

Add the flavoring next, and mix 
at low speed. Continue- using low 
'speed as you add the flour Iri the 
same way as- you did . the sugar, 
sprinkling it over, the egg and augar 
mixture one tablespoon at .a time 
and mixing at low speed, only until 
no dry flour is visible. Do not mix 
too much! . . 

Use an ungreased tube pan for 
angel coke. This allows the . batter 
to reach its full height, since It can 
cling to the sides of the pan as it 
rises and bakes. Run a knife back 
and, forth through the cake batter 
to break up the large -air bubbles. 
Smooth the 'top and then place on 
the lowest rack in your oven and 
bake at 425 degrees Fahrenheit un- 
til the top is - a medium brown 
(about 15 to 20 minutes). Turn off 
i the heat and continue baking until 
done (about 10 minutes). ■.' The cake 
is done when on inserted cake tester 
comes out clean. 

• Turn the pan upside down and 
let the cake hang untl it is cool.

• Naturally home economists have 
not dealt with the construction- and 
utlltles of home planning, which 
belong to engineers and, architects. 
Instead, their work is directed' to 
interpreting family'- needs and. ap- 
plying their findings to the design 
and use of the house. 

The studies are aimed at answer- 
ing questions about how to plan the 
general arrangement and use of 
rooms, including areas for special 
activities, such as sewing, child play 
and laundry. Studies have- been 
made on household equipment, in- 
terior decoration, housing costs, ef- 
fects of housing, conditions on peo- 
ple, and better ways to teach hous- 
ing in schools, 

Although the Illinois summary of 
the research in housing was made 
primarily to help research workers 
and teachers, others can profit from 
the housing publications that are 
available through state universities 
and the U. S, Department of Agri- 
culture.
